New YorkE, August 22.—In an editoria! on “Our 
American Kings’ the World to-day has the fol- 
lowing; When we speak of certain men as money 
kings or railroad kings, the expression sounds- 
like a figure of speech. This is a republic. We 
are all equal. Such a thing as a King in this 
country is an absurdity. Yet the name is ali that 
is wanting. There are men in this country who 
have every attribute of a King except the name. 


Like kings they derive their revenues from taxes 
on the people. Like kings they control legisla- 
tion. Like kings they are masters of the will and 
of the work of tens of thousands of their fellow- 
men, The chief distinction is that our kings 
AKE MUCH RICHER 
and more powerful than some of the kings they 
There is King Vanderbilt LL. 
Nobody knows exactly how rich he is, because, 
unlike other kings, he does not allow his subjects 
to scrutinize his civil list. but he is a very rich 
and powerful king. His fortune is estimated at $208,- 
000,000. Inthe years when he only builds palaces 
and buys paintings and does not buy nickel-plate 
roads, his yearly civil list ranges from $14,000,000 
to $20,000,000. He buys 50,000,000 of 4 _ cent 
bonds at a single investment. He econtrois over 
6,000 miles of railroads. The area of 
. HIS TERRITORY 

is very large. His subjects grumble a great deal 
under the burdens he lays upon them, but the only 
answer he makes to their remonstrances is, * 
subjects be damned!” Then there is King Gould 
I., the founder of the dynasty of the Wabash Line. 
Heisnotasrichas King Vanderbilt, but heis 
much abler and more powerful. He hasa 

LARGE KINGDOM 
called the Southwest System, which other kings 
have attempted toinvade with fatal results to 
themselves. Healso controls the forces of elec- 
tricity and of the telegraph over the whole 
country. His tities are numerous and imposing, 
such as King of Wabash, Prince of Erie, Great 
Mogul of the Western Union, and Grand Duke of 
the Union Pacific.

The Czar of Russia 
is supposed to have an income of $10,000,000, 
but he has to spend itin alot of court rubbish 
whether he wants to or not.. He 
COMES THE NEAREST 
to being an American king, but nnoe of the other 
potentates come near him. His cousin, of Austro- 
Hungary, has $4,650,000 per annum, which is only 
about the dividend on $50.000,000 of New York 
Central, These arethe rich monarchs outside 
of America. Queen Victoria has only £385,000, 
plus some £40,000 from the Duchy of Lancaster 
and her savings. But she has control of only a 
part of this. The law leaves ‘her free 
to spend only the priyy ~purse_ allow- 
ance oft £60,000, the surplus, some £40,0v0 
and ithe revenues of the Duchy of Lancaster, in 
all say £700,000. As for the kings in Europe, they 
would not be : 
CONSIDERED RICH ENOUGH 
to go into our best society. The King of Den- 
mark has married his daughters off very well. 
put le is not allawed totake morethan $275,000 of 
his subjects’ money. He could not afford a $250,- 
000 yacht. The King of Greece (he is a real king 
toc,) has only $260,000, and he does not make all 
of this out of his subjects. The guaranteeing 
hee pay bim $60,000 a year to Keep him from 
leeding the common people of Greece too heavily. 
Some of the big Kings have very small incomes. 
The King of Saxony has three-quarters of a mil- 
lion, the Great Emperor of Germany draws his 
pay as King of Prussia, and has only_a million 
and a quarter. The King of Sweden and Norway, 
who is a double-barrelled monarch, so to speak, 
sitting on two thrones, only gets half a million out 
of both his subject countries. When our Amert- 
can Kings think of the : 
BEGGARLY POVERTY 

of these royal cousins of theirs, it must make 
them: feel asif they ought to do something 
for them, make a fresh issue of stock, 
enforce a dividend or something of the kind, 
to keep the wolffrom the palace door. We are 
sometimes lost in wonder at the exactions and 
tyrannies of our American kings, but when we 
come to look at these families,to take into ac- 
count the absolute power they wield, we can un- 
derstand a Gould or a Vanderbilt exclaiming with 
Warren Hastings, “My God,I am astonished at 
my own moderation.” Itistrue that they have 
very largely taken control of business ana poli- 
tics and mest of public and private interests, but 
instead of complaining we are dispused to thank 
them for not having taken everything, But they 
have been at their trade only twenty years. They 
have certainly gone well for so shortatime. Itis 
alarming to think what the result wul be if they 
ain as much in the next twenty years as they 
fave done in the last twenty.

Commissioner, John W. Turner; Water Commis- 
sioner, Thos, J. Whitman. 

Alt was a member of the old County Court. 
Waterloo is at present night editor of the Globe- 
Democrat. McMath isa civil engineer and was 
foimerly connected with the Sewer Department. 
Turner and Whitman are the present incumbents 
of the offices for which they are now named. 

After receiving the nominations and referring 
them to the proper committees the Council ad- 
journed.

The Mayor being questioned in regard to the 
new appointments said he had studied long upon 
the umportant nomination of the Board of Public 
Improvements; he had nominated four of them 
previously, leaving the Harbor and Wharf De- 
partment out of his list.

An infuriated Norwegian Sailor Deals Ugly 
Cuts—The Quarrel Caused. by a Dispute on 
Shipboard—The Assailants Escape Among 
the Piers.

John 
is described as being a heavily built Norwegian, 
over six feet in height.

two or three timesaday. He shipped at Barba- 
does in the R, A. Munich, hailing from that port. 
The Norwegian Consul in this city has received 
the particulars of the fight, and will endeavor to 
have Jobn arrested, Osolsen’s condition is con- 
sidered precarious, and he is still on board the 
vessel, it being deemed unwise to remove him at 
present. Yesterday he was doing well, but suffer- 
lug intense pain.

SHAMEFUL CRIME. 


The Work of Desperate New York 
Fiends. 


Details of a Terrible Deed--How a Detective 
Tracked the Villaing--A Ride in a Boat by 
Moonlight.

New York, August 22.—A singular case of ab- 
duction and shameful treatment was reported to 
the Yonkers police on Sunday afternoon last. 
The matter has been kept quiet by the police with 
the expectation that the parties committing the 
indecent assault would be speedily captured, but 
up to a late hour last evening no arrests had been 
made.

ADULTERATED LARD. 


Prominent Lard Manufacturers. Suspected 
of Using Cotton Seed Vil. 


CHICAGO, August 22.—The reading of the report 
of the committee appointed to investigate the 


Fowler Bros., on Change this morning, verified 
the statement made in the dispatches of last night. 
The particujar charge against the firm, of tender- 
ing &@ quantity of adulterated lard to MeGeoch, 
Everingham & Co., was not verified, and the com- 
mittee exonerated the firm on that point. The 


report proceeds, however, and takes the stand 
that Fowler Brothers deserve unqualined disap- 
proval and censure for the methods ihey have ob- 
served in manufacturing “prime steam lard” by 
the employment of secret pipes and other appli- 
ances. The report declares it lays the firm open 
to the suspicion of using cotton sead oil and other 
contraband articies in making lard, and, unléss 
this suspicion is removed, the Board of Trade 
should be relieved from all responsibility in the 
matter, The report concludes by expressing 
gratification af the results obtained by the inves- 
tigation, ana declares that, as a result of the aci- 
entific research provoked by the trial. the detee- 
tion of umpuritiés in lard by the employment of 
the microscope can be easily effected, and that 
the placing of the impure article upon the market 
could be made practically impossible if proper in- 
spection takes place,

Description of the Plan Submitted by J. 
B. Legg, the Successful Competing 
Architect—The Cost of the Building— 
The Boiler-House — When the Bdifice 


Will Be Finished. 


As stated in these columns yesterday afternoon, 
Mr. J.B. Legg was, at the last meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Exposition avd Music 
Hall Association, selected as the architect to | SU- 
pervise the erection and construetion of 
that edifice. The plan submitted by 
Mr, Lege will be modified at tne di- 
rection of the board, and it will be several 


duvs before it will be quite complete. The follow- 
ing is a deseription the plan original 
draughted by Mr. Legg: The style of the archi- 
tecture is of the modern -Gothic order, with a 
bold ornate treatment. The floor oe are irreR. 
ular and broken mm outline, and the roofs still 
more so in skyline. The dimensions of the build- 
ing are 312 feet east and west by 480 feet north 
and south,fronting 240 feet on Olive and St, Charles 
streets by 460 feet on Thirteepth and Fourteenth 
streets. The entire area to be covered by the 
building is 122,115 feet. ony ig about one-fourta 
of the total area of Missouri Park free for foun- 
tains, grass plats, flower beds, etc. The Olive 
street iront is three stories high above the base- 
ment. Over the main entrance is »n elegant ga- 
bie eighty feet wide, rising to an saltitude of 120 
feet above the sidewalk. The Thirteeath and 
Fourteenth street fronts are similar in design, 
with a different treatment in detail, each harmon- 
izing with the Olive street frout. The building 
bas a basement story throughout. The total! 
amount of floor space in the building is 397,065 
square feet. of which 200,000 feet are uppropriated 
tw exposition purposes. in other words, the floor 
space 1s capable of accommodating 40,000 people. 
he Exposition Department cecupies three floors 


in height, extending the full width of the build- 
ing. The central portion is open from the main 
floor to tiie roof. On the second fleor, inmedi- 
ately adjoining the Exposition gallery on the 
north, is the Fioral Department, composed of two 
botanical halls, lighted from above, with high 
urched glass ootllngs, and placed twenty-four feet 
ayers, viving «a wide promenade to the “dress 
circle” floor of the grand Exposition Hall. 

On the same floor unmediately adjoining the Ex- 
position Gallery. on the south, is the Art Depart- 
ment, composed of two halis. A_ sculpture hail, 
71 feet by 90 feet; an amusement hall, 54 feet by 
112 feet, and a mineralogical museum 32 feet by 42 
feet, are on the same floor. Tue basement con- 
talus a large dining-hall. The Muate Hall is made 
a separate and speci:l feature, located on the Bt. 
Charles street front with the iain entrance front- 
ing on Tuirteenth street. The ball hag a seating 
capacity of 4.000, and the stage Js capable of ac- 
commodating 1,000 people. 

In acouversation with a PosT-DISPATCH reé- 
porter this morning Mr. Legg stated that he work 
of inaugurating We lutiding of the Exposition 
and Music Halil would be commenced to-morrow, 
and would be carried steadily furward, The edi- 
fice will be completed vy september, 1884. Its to- 
tal cost will be about $400,909. 

Mr. Samuel M. Kennard, President of the Board 
of Directors, sid that the boijer-heuse, boilers, 
electric miuciives, ete., would be located 
in a building sepurate fiom the 
main edifice. The Board exj«cts that the total 
cost of constructing tus buildimg, purchasing 
nwchinery, consiruction of sidewalks, widening 
of Olive efreet, and all other incidental matiers 
will not exceeu $160,000, Jeaving abuut $450,000 for 
the construction of the bullding. 

Mr. Joseph W. Givens, the well-known builder, 
will supervise the construction of the puilding.

AN INCOME TAX. | 

The law compelled the city of Pittsburg to 
indemnify the railroad companies for all 
the damages inflicted by the strike riots of 
1877. The millions extracted from the tax- 
payers for this. purpose came chiefly from 
levies on real estate and the personal prop- 
erty of the poor, During the recent strike 
of the telegraph operators, the Western 
Union monopoly promptly notified the Mayor 
of New York City that the company would 
hold the city responsible for all damages to 
the wires and other property of the company 
from riotous demonstrations on the part of 
the strikers or their sympathizers. 

This is the sort of protection these watered 
stock monopolies demand and receive. Do 
they, as tax-payers, contribute anything like 
a fair shareof the cost of such protection? 
They tyrannize, as only monopolies can, over 
the labor they employ, and when riotous 
strikes oceur, who pays the damages? Itis 
notorious that they are nowhere taxed ac- 
cording to their actual wealth as the aver- 
age citizen is. They pay really nothing for 
their franchises or rights of way, which 
impart to their other property all its money- 
making value They water their stock to 
several times the cost of the plant, bond the 
latter foras much more, and then, while 
levying monopoly tolls on the public to pay 
full dividends on watered stock and interest 
on debt, they escape with an assessment 
ridiculously smal! when compared with their 
own valuation of their property or what It 
annually yields in money. The records of 
this State show street railways assessed and 
taxed at certain valuations, while the own- 
ers thereof were swearing on the witness 
stand in court that the property was earning 
big dividends on a valuation of ten times the 
amount, and that they valued it accordingly. 
The railroads of California hold 12,000,000 
acres, or one-fourth of the land in that 
State, entirely exempt from taxation, and yet 
the Central Pacific, which is valued by its 
owners at $140,000,000 and which yields a 
net profit of $10,000,000 annually, is now in 


tion of State taxes on an assessed valuation 
of $15,000,000. 

Cases of this kind show that we must 
adopt a new process of taxing this kind of 
property, if we propose to make it paya 
fair share of the cost of its own protection, 
The success with which the Standard Oil 
monopoly bas escaped State taxation, while 
operating the most gigantic and abominable 
system of robbery that was ever inflicted on 
a country, is enough of itself to demonstrate 
the necessity for a Federal income tax of the 
most stringent, inquisitorial and cwercive 
character. Unless all the States should 
adopt it, a State income tax might prove u 
difficult and dangerous thing to handle. But 
a Federal income tax of general application 
is absolutely necessary to impose upon 
corporations and other tax-dodgers a {fair 
Share of the cost of government, The 
complaint is universal, and the fact is 
notorious that the great bulk of the personal 
property which does not belong to the poor 
or to the citizen of average means, escapes 
taxation. 

Poor's Railroad Manual puts the share cap- 
ital of our railroads at $3,456,078,196, their 
funded debts at $3,184,415,201, their gross 
earnings at $770,356,716, and their net 
earnings ut $310,682,877. This enormous 
mass of productive personal property, 
yielding a net income equai to the an- 
nual expenditure of the Federal Government, 
contributes nothing to its support and makes 
practically no show atallin State taxation. 
In the three. years preceding 1883 we com- 
pleted 28,554 miles of new road at a cost of 
$900,000,000, or $30,000 a mile. This is now 
papered with securities amounting to $2,023,- 
646,842, or about $70,000 per mile. While the 
public will be taxed by the corporations to 
pay income on this watered valuation and 
by the Government to protect the property, 
we shail lookin yain for the presence of 
these new securities in our lists of taxable 
property. They will contribute nothing to 
the relief of the working man, the farmer, 
and small property holder from taxation 
till they are compelled to do so by an income 


tax. 
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THE editor of the Post-DIsPATCH courte- 
ously acknowledges the receipt of a copy’ of 
the London Daily News, bearing date of Ju- 
ly 4th, containing an editorial carefully 
marked, referring to the banquet tendered 
Mr. Henry IRVING, on which occasion sub- 
sequently Chief Justice CoLerineg, a half 
dozen Lords and a number of distinguished 
snobs, including JAMES RusseELL Lowe.u, 
sat down to table with an humble actor.

In selecting material eare sheuld be taken to 
gather leaves that are fully formed and free from 
biemish, The puncture of an iuseet will render 
the leaf unfit for use. The leaves of herbs 
must not be gathered as they are soit and 
flabby and lack the ligneous veins that constitute 
tbe skeleton leaf. The leaves of all the hardy de- 

iduous trees and shrubs make good materials. 

vergreens, Vines and creepers may also be used 
and the seed-vessels and ealysus of various plants 
are suitable for the work. Having selected the 
leaves the next step !s to procure a suitable ves- 
sel for their maceration, Any utensil of wood or 
earthenware that will hold water wil) do, 

THE SPECIMENS 

are to be covered with boiling water and to be 
held in place with suitable pieces of glass. The 
vesseLis then set away in some warm situation 
for four or five weeks, when, by the action of de- 
composing,fermentation promoted by warmth and 
moisture, the pulpy matter of the leaf will be 
loosened so that it can separated 
from the fibrous skeleton and be preserved 
unimpaired. Some of the leaves, like ivy and 
holly, after maceration, will part with their tough 
skin in layers, so as to expose the skeleton cov- 
ered with a thin membrane, which may be readily 
washed off. Maples, lindens, and others require 
different treatment. Their epidermis is so thin 
and slight that it is necessary to place the decayea 
leaf on a plate or pane of glass and with a soft 
tooth brush. clean off the surface, If necessary, a 
leaf may be returned to the macerating vessel to 
complete the softening process. Leaves of very 
delicate texture may be cleaned by washing them 
under water between the fingers. Some skeletons, 
like the lemon and japonica, when obtained in 
perfect condition, show a double structure as 
though twe perfect leaves had grown together at 
the edges. 

“Oak leaves, fromthe amountof tannin that 
they contain, resist maceration fora long time. 
They may be skeletonized by first dryiug and 
browning them witha hot sadiron, and then tap- 
ping over the surface with aclothes brush. If 
conducted with skill this process succeeds, but 
will not givea skeleton thatcan be beached 
thoroughly, Boiling with soap is another method 
that is sometimes very successful. The macera- 
tion process is, though siow, the best method. To 
bleach the specimens asolution of chloride of 
lime in water may be used in the proportion of 
three ounces of the Jime toa pintof water. The 
bleaching may done in a glass or 
queeusware vessel and occupies about

NATURALIZED CHINAMAN, 


The Law Disregarded ~ 4 the Pennsyl- 
vania Cour 


From the Philadelphia rimes. 
The_pubdlication in the Times of the fact 
that Frank Dunne, an Americanized and 
weaithy Chinaman, had ry ng 4 declared 
his intentionin the office of the Prothonot- 
ary of the Common Pleas Courts of becom- 
ing a citizen of the United States has created 
a wide-spread feeling of interest. 
Several letters were received at the Pro- 
thonotary’s .office yesterday aski for 
further information about Duune, and two 
or three made inquiries concerning the law 
on the subject of the naturalization of Chi- 
namen as interpreted in Pennsylvania. : 
It is held in some quarters that Mr. Dunne’s 
desire to become a citizen of this country 
will have to end with his formal declaration, 
for the reason that under the law no Mongo- 
lian cag be naturalized. The original natu- 
ralization laws, it,is said, extended only to 
free “white” persons. When an attempt 
was made by Senator Sumner in 1870 to have 
the word “‘white” struck out, the objection 
was nade that this would admit the natural- 
ization of Chinese. After several amend- 
ments the clause was amended to read: 
‘*That the naturalization laws are hereby ex- 
tended to aliens of African nativity and to 
persons of African descent.” It wag still 
feared that the Chinese might somehow slip 
in, and in 1876 the strings were pulled tighter 
and after the word “aliens” in the elause 
Congress added the phrase, “being free white 
persons,” so that the whole phrase reads 
‘being free white persons and aliensof Afri- 
can nativity,” aud so on. As Dunne is nei- 
ther ‘white’ nor of “African nativity or 
descent,” it is argued that he canuot lawfully 
be naturalized in the United States, In many 
States the courts, standing upon the jaw, 
haye refused to allow Chinamea to be natu- 
ralized. 

In this city, however, the law has been in- 
terpreted in favor of the Chinese. in March 
of last year Judge Allison created a prece- 
dent by signing the naturalization papers of 
Henry Leon, a Christian Chinaman, who had 
married and settied in this city, His vatural- 
ization was pubiicly protested against at the 
time by @ quaint little creature, known as 
‘Sharkey’s Kid,” who was for having the 
law read against the Chinaman, but the 
court could not see any force in his reason- 
ing, In the following June Judge Feil, fol- 
lowing the precedent made by Judge Alli- 
son, naturalized Harry Lung and C. Mark 
Tuck, who ha« been living lu this city about 
seven years, but still retained their queues 
and the religious belief of their native 
land. Harry Leon vouched for them and 
they were sworn without objection from 
any one. “With these precedents,’ said a 
prominent lawyer yesterday, ‘‘all the Cil- 
nese who please to conform to the require- 
ments of the law may be naturalized here,”

Rosier, entered the same com- 
partment,

seats riding next the open windows, The 
fifth of the voyageurs, however, frisked 
about everywhere, over the cushions an 
under the cushions, and not a spot was 
sacred to it. Mine. Malaquin suddenly be- 
came pale with fright and exclaimed; “Mad- 
ame, gardez votre chien sur vous, je vous en 
prie. lise fourre dans mes jampbes.

OLD JEFE’S QUEEN. 


A Famous Frontiersman’s Tender Love 
for the Star of the Casino. 


Old Jeff Miller, the well-known Texas 
frontiersman and desperado, was inortally 
wounded by the$Mexican police at Monterey 
Mexico, when nip ve ae, Ae citizens of that 
town Wednesday last. e wasat the time 
on a regular “show~-em-up” drunk, and wag 
shot in several places before he was con- 
quered and captured. One of his wounds 
necessitated the amputation of his right leg, 
and the operation was too much for him. He 

uietly Dc away, his only regret being 
that he died at the bands of “‘greasers.”” The 
Texas correspondent of the Pihiiadelphia 
Times telis an interesting love atiair in the 
life of the old frontiersinan; 

Jeff Miller was a State ranger years ago, 
attached toa frontier post-iown subject to 
attack at any moment from numerous bands 
of Comanche and Lipau Indians. The town 
was small, but boasted of its big dance-hail 
and a great many gamblers and sirens, who 
made things lively. There wasa bali every 
night and usualiy one or two rangers were 
in attendance to preserve the peace, The 
bright particular star of the Casino wasa 
wiilowy little blonde, about twenty years 
old, who rejoiced in the euphonivus name of 
“St. Louis Sal.” She nad many admirers, 
and she had not been an inmate of the house 
twenty-four hours before a man was kilied 
because of her coquetries, Jeff Miller mani- 
feasted more than a passing faucy for the 
curley-headed nymph anu was apt to be 
jealous when she bestowed her attentions on 
other men, One night during the progress 
of a great ball two cowboys became involved 
in a quarrel over Sal, Pistols were drawn 
and a duel seemed inminent. The fair cause 
of the difficulty sereamed with terror and 
threw her white arms about the neck of one 
of the men. 

“Don’t quarrel!” she cried. “Don’t.” 

The man to whom she was eliuging shook 
her off roughly, and at the same time dis- 
charged his pistol, and the man he was 
facing felldead with a bullet through hia 
heart, 

He turned with the smoking pistol in his 
hand just as a second shot rang out in tie 
crowded ball room and he, too, staggered 
and fell, A little round hole above his tem- 

ve indicated that the tatal bullet hid entered 
lls brain. He never moved and Jeti Miller 
walked forward, pistol in hand, and lifted up 
the frail woman on Whose acc-unt two men 
had just surrendered their lives, He buve 
her to the little adobe house in the rear of 
the Casino where she entertained her admir- 
ers, and laid her on the bed. With tender 
care he washed away the biood and chafed 
her cold wrists until the blood began once 
more to bound through her veins. She 
breathed, and with a febie moan opened her 
eyes. 

“You are all right now, Sal,” he said, kiss- 
ing her. “Lay quietawhile.” 

“Ob, Jeff,” she cried and started up; “it 
was sv hyrrible. Did he—was anybody 
killed ?” 

‘ney are both dead!”’ was Jeff’s answer. 

“Sy God!” moaned the wretched woman 
and covered her face with her hands; “li 
was ali on my account,” 

After a little wiile she threw her arms 
about Jeff’s peck and said: “1 have been bad 
and wicked, Jetf, and 1 did not realize the 
luil horrors of wy wretched life until w- 
night. If you wiil only be kind to me and 
belp me to henceforth lead an honest life | 
wili be your slave, Don’t refuse we. Take 
meaway. I aiu sick of it aii,” 

‘There was, perbaps, a shade of sadness in 
his voice when he answered her. 

‘Il do feel sorry for you, Sail,” he said 
“and Vil help you all 1 can. ‘To-morrow I 
will take you away.” 

Society atthe post was much astonished 
the nextday when it was announced that 
"st. Louis Sai.” had “retired” from the 
Casino and had been piaced in a little ‘ioeal”’ 
on the outskirts of the settlement by Jeff 
Miiler. ‘lhe relations between the pair were 
very happy, so far as an outside observer 
could judge, and if not his wife, Sal was just 
as,true and faithful to him as though a duzen 
lezal cereuonies bound them together. 

One night, during a quarrel in a saloon, a 
gambler who was adead shot fired at Jeff, 
aud he would probably have been either 
killed or badly wounded, but just as the 
gumbler’s finger pressed the trigger a woman 
with yellow hair sprang between him and 
the target, and when the smoke frou iis pis- 
tol clearea away “St. Louis Sal” lay at his 
feet ail bathed in blood. She died in his 
arms afew hours later, and he buried.her 
uuder a big pecan tree and set up arude 
stone cross, ou which was_ chiseled the two 
words: “Little Queen.” He never spoke of 
her afterwards, but wok to drink again, he 
having ‘sworn off” at her request and quit- 
ted the service, 

Olid Jeff’s later history teemed with tales 
of fignts and bloodshed, but he was always 
considered a square man. He always ex- 
pressed a wish ‘to die with his boots on, 
and if he did notit was no fault of his.

. LUTHER AT ERFURT, 


Historical Procession ‘and ; Celebration 
of the Reformer’s Entry, 
From the New York Herald. 


The Luther festival at Erfurt, where the 
great reformer lived eight years as a stu- 
dent and monk, began with religious ser- 
vices in the churches. ‘The entire town was 
gayly decorated wiih flags, garlands and tri- 
Soha! arches, a large statue of Luther 
holding au open Bible was placed before St, 
Augustine’s Chureh, and the interior of the 
latter was filled with towers and plants. 
The cell in the old monastery where Luther 
lived, and which is now an ofphan asylum, 
was also decorated and filled with relics. 
Many windows in the town disglayed poi. 
traits and busts of the reformer. The streets 
were crowded with visitors, more than 
twenty thousand persons having arrived by 
special trains. Of the students about one 
thousand were present, the German univer 
sities having sent dqpurasious in some cases 
a hundred strong. Even the Ca-holic uni- 
versities of Munich and Freiburg were rep- 
resented, he historical procession entered 
by the Schmidstadt Gate. The procession 
was arranged to represent Luther's arrival 
at Erfurt on April 6, 1521, while on bis jour- 
ney to attend the imperiai Diet at Worms, 
and his reception by the municipal and aca- 
demic authorities, of bis university tow 
Nearly al) the characters were fepre-\ 
sented by Protestant students from ali the 
German universities. The procession was 
opened by a band in the costume of the time, 
foilowed by an im age herald on horseback, 
who led the way for an_ ancient coach, in 
which were seated the Reformer, with his 
companion, Scharf; his legal ad ' 
con Amsdorf, of Witten bert and the Danish 
student, Peter Sauven, all in correct histor- 
icel costumes.

YOUNAGUSTA. 
A Chief Who Died to Kefo 
loved ae ate e- 
From the Columbia Register. 


It may not be generaliy known that there 
lives in these North Carolina mountains the 
last remnant of the Eastern band of Chero- 
kee Indians, They own a fee-simpie title to 
50,000 acres of land on the Ocona Lufta and 
Soco Creek, known as the Quaila boundary. 
Thay number at this time abvut 1,000 souls, 
They have decreased in the last ten years 
apout ten per cent, Thev have no 
towns, nor does their manner of life differ 
in tnany particulars from that of the white 
people among whom they reside. Their 
principal products are corn, peaches and ap- 
ples. Small herds of ponies and cattle are 
the main sources of revenue upon which 
tnese people rely for what money they need. 
This is mainly used as expenses May May to 
their government and schools, Their chief 
is named Smith, and his wife is a white 
woman; his children are well educated; his 
term of office is four years; his salary $500 
and $4 per day extra when on official! business 
for tue band, There is aiso an assistant chief, 
with a salary of $250. No one is eligible to 
the chieftainship unless he be thirty-five 
years of age. Every maie Indian who is six- 
teen vears old is entitled to vote. 

I will here relate an incident as reported to 
me of one of their former chiefs, Youna- 
gusta was his naine. He was an extraordin- 
ary Indian, He had qualities whieh made 
him both feared and respected by his peuple. 
He knew how to controi their weakness and 
superstition. The Cherokees, like ail 
Iudians who come in contact with the wiite 
man, became intemperate. Younagusta de- 
termined on a reformation of his people, He 
sank into a trance so heavy that the whole 
town thought hii deau, though sume signs 
of life remained. They watched and waited 
fiiteen daysand determined to perform their 
funeral rites. According to their custom 
1,200 of them marched and counter-marched 
around the prostrate budy of their chiet. 

Then came a sudden pause and fright, for 

the dead had returned to lite. He spoke 
with deep feeling, telling his people that be 
bad beey in a trance; that he had comnuned 
with the Great Spirit; that his loug service 
for his people was not euded; he’ was to re- 
main with them as many years as he had 
been daysin the happy hunting grounds; 
he told them that he had served thew for 
more than forty years without any pecuniary 
consideration ; his sole aim was to promote 
their good; he was convinced that inte:nper- 
ance Was the cause of the exierminatiwon of 
the tribes who lived in euontact with the white 
man. He directed all to sign the following 
jedge: ‘The undersigned Cherokees be- 
unging to the town of Qualia agree to aban- 
don the use of spirituous liquors.” ‘Thé old 
chief signed first and was followed by the 
Whole town, This pledge was enlorced with 
the rigor of a written law,
